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FIX GAMING GUILT 
ON “JIM” O'LEARY 


Witnesses Before Grand Jury 
Give Positive Evidence as 
to Open Operation of 

Poolroom. 3 


TO PRISON IF CONVICTED. 


Penitentiary Sentence Is Pro- 
vided for Third Conviction; 
Other Big Gamblers 
in Danger. 


The long missing links of évidence against 
Chicago’s big gamblers—the men who for 
many years have appeared to enjoy immu- 
nity from police prosecution — have been 
found at last and are in the hands of the 
November grand jury. 

As a result of the evidence heard by the 
jury yesterday it seems practically certain 
that Jim O’Leary will be indicted for the 
third time, along with a dozen other veteran 
gamblers who have been fortunate in evad- 
ing prosecution in the past. 

And this is not all. State's Attorney Healy 
has been gathéring up the many clews, ru- 
mors, and stories relating to money paid for 
protection to various persons in authority, 
and they have crystallized in evidence to be 
heard by the jurors today and Monday. It 
was said last evening that many of the 
charges that were heard by the September 
jury, when investigating gambling, have 
been substantiated by the state’s attorney's 
detectives and that the evidence will be 
placed in the hamds of the jury at onc 

The determination of the inquisitarial body 
to get conclusive evidence against such men 
as O’Leary was indicated by the fact that 
during the day not fewer than a dozen wit- 
nesses from the stockyards were examined 
as to gambling in his place. The evidence 
was conclusive, connecting O’Leary with the 
gambling and with various ruses practiced 
when an overzealous policeman chanced to 
enter his place. 


Third Sentence Means Prison. 
Close attention was paid to O’Leary be- 


cause twice he has been found gullty of run- 


ning a gambling house, and a third indict- 
ment will mean a penitentiary sentence for 
him. 

The conclusive nature of the evidence 
against O'Leary is illustrated in the answers 
of one of the witnesses—a man who had 
visited the place in order to learn if it actually 
was in operation during the investigation of 
the September grand jury. 

Were you ever in Jim O’Leary’s place 


at 4183 Halsted street?” the witness was. 


asked by Mr. Healy. 


Tes, I visited the place leas than three

culty in entering the poolroom on the second 


floor, which was operating without any show 
of secrecy. It was crowded with men—prob- 
ably 200 or 300, I should say—and bets were 
being taken from anybody who cared to put 
up any money.“ 

Places Bet on Race. 

Did you make a bet?” 

Tes, I made a bet on the second race at 
Latonia.“ 

„How did the poolroom appear to be sup- 
plied with information as to the results of 
races and odds?” . 

„By means of a telephone. The man who 
received the bets called out the results of the 
races. 

„Did you find any other poolrooms open? 

“Yes. I visited Hoffman's place at 14 
Custom House court. It was running wide 
Open under practically the same conditions. 
I placed a bet there also.“ 

Did you see anybody in there that you 
knew ?"’ : | 

“I believe that Barney Zacharias is the 
only man in there whom I recognized.”’ 

The witness concluded by telling of a sec- 
ond visit to O’ Leary’s the following day when 
he discovered that the poolroom had been 
removed to a room over Michael Bayer’s sa- 
loon, 642 West Forty-second street. 

Fred Andrews, another of the witnesses ex- 
amined, was asked how the gamblers ap- 
peared to prevent the police from obtain- 
ing knowledge of their game. 

„As far as O’Leary was concerned, no pre- 
cautions against the police were made ex- 
cept in times of great public outcries against 
gamblers, he said. The policemen of the 
vicinity, or any policeman who knew any- 
thing about the city, could not have been in 
ignorance of thd whereabouts of O'Leary's 
poolroom. Sometimes, however, a pretense 
at secrecy was maintained in order, it ap- 
peared, to protect the police more than th 
gamblers.“ ‘ 


Hotel Manager Summoned. 

It was late in the afternoon, evhile M. W. 
Clark was testifying, that some assertion 
he made caused Mr. Healy to demand 
the immediate appearance of J. K. Sebree, 
manager of the Saratoga hotel. 

A detective left the building with a sub- 
poena, and a short time later returned with 
the hotel manager. Just whet Mr. Sebree 
had to tell the jurors that was of such im- 
portance was kept a secret. He was in- 
structed not to talk after leaving the jury 
room, and the etate’s attorney himself de- 
clared it was a matter that would not bear 
discussion. 

‘The witness who preceded Mr. Sebree was 
said to have beem familiar with the gambling 
house, which, until Thursday evening, was 
openly operated by John F. O’ Malley in con- 
nection with his saloon at Kinzie and North 
Clark streets. It was said that Mr. Sebree 
had lost a large sum of Money in O’Malley’s 
place recently, amd when this evidence was 
heard by the jurors they demanded that the 
hotel man be brought before them. 

During the day Municipal Judge Fake fined 
the five inmates of a room in the Richmond 
hotel, 44 North Clark street, who were ar- 
rested there, $200 each, and the man who 
aa@mitted he was keeper was fined $50. This

REPUDIATES HIS ‘SOUL MATE? 


Attorney Robert Gilray Admits 
Contracting Mock Marriage. 


ALREADY HAS A LEGAL WIFE 


Sharply Rebuked in Court in Presence 
of Woman He Deceived. 


“The union of two actordant minds, .the 
blending of two perfect, harmonious lives 
into one, that in less than a year resolved 
itself into a large sized domestic riot, figured 
in the criminal cases heard yesterday by 
Municipal Judge Newcomer in Harrison 
street court. : 

The defendant was Robert Gilray, an at- 
torney, 619 Chicago Opera House bloek, 58 
years of age. The complainant was Mrs. 
Adelaide Lawton Gilray, who supposed she 
was the wife ofthedefendant. On Oct. 19 she 
had her supposed husband arrested, charged 
with threats to kill. 

Gilray’s assertion that the complainant was 
not his wife brought in evidence what 
Judge Newcomer styled “ the most remark- 
able and devilish agreement be ever read. 

Repudiates Woman He Deceived. 

Incidentally the day was the first anni- 
versary of the wedding that took place 
in Boise City, Idaho. When Gilray declared 
Mrs. Gilray was not his wife the woman 
threw up her arms and exclaimed loudly: 

What, this man says he is not my hus- 
band! What does he mean? od 

Whereat she drew from her dress front a 
carefully folded manuscript. 

Then this man has deceived me. Judge, 
please read that,“ and she presented the 
document to Judge Newcomer. 

Previously in the trial it had been produced 
in evidence that Mr. Gilray had toured the 
west lecturing on “ethical culture for 
some spiritualist society. Mrs. Gilray prior 
to their “union of souls” had been a clair 
voyant. Mr. Gilray has been a member of 
the Cook county bar twelve years. i 

Gilray admitted drawing up the nuptial 
agreement. It appeared that the psycholog- 
ical nature of common, every day marriage 
licenses at $1.50 apiece is not of sufficient 
* spiritual superiority *’ to suit Gilray. 

Text of Nuptial Agreement. 

This was the “agreement” that Judge 
Newcomer read: 

Know all men by these presents that we, Robert 
Gilray and Adelaide Lawton, both of Boise City, 
county of Ada, state of Idaho, being of the mature 
age of 21 years, and being students of higher 
thought, acience, and natural law; and 

Whereas, They recognize the fact that mar- 
riage is the sacrament of souls, the union of two 
accordant minds, the blending of two perfect and 
harmonious lives in one, by and through the great 
natural law in which no person or persons or as- 
sociation of persons has any part; and 

Whereas, The said Robert Gilray and Ade 
laide Lawton, recognizing these facts and truths, 
Go by these presents, each for himself or herself. 
declare they have united themselves in holy bonds 
of matrimony, and by these presents the 
gaid Robert Gilray declares that he takes the said 


unto set their hands and seal this 224 day of No- 
vember, 1906. 

The document was signed by both parties 
and the acknowledgment bore the seal of 
Thomas L. Martin, a notary public. 


Court Sharply Censures Gilray. 

When Judge Newcomer apprised the com- 
plainant that the marriage had been only a 
mock affair, she wept and almost fainted. 
The judge censured Attorney Gilray severely 
for his conduct. 

Gilray admitted that he has a wife living 
in Warkworth, Canada. 

Tou, masquerading as a lecturer on eth- 
ical culture, and drawing up such a contract 
as that! said Judge Newcomer. ‘ You have 
been an attorney a good many years, and you 
knew you were deceiving that woman. I 
shall place you under a bond of 6500 to keep 
the peace and stay away from Miss Lawton. 
You are a lucky man if your troubles cease 
there. You ought to be deprived of your 
privilege to practice law, or to represent any 
sort of a religious sect.” 

IT questioned the marriage, but he said it 
was legal, said Miss Lawton. ‘‘ He spent 
half a day with me at the Idaho state house, 
showing me laws that he said supported the 
form of marriage. I didn’t know he had a 
wife.”

Man Who Made the Paper in 
Walsh Bank on Stand

Some Explosions During Day and 
Blanket Question Framed 
for Monday.

The second week of the John R. Walsh 
trial ended yesterday afternoon with a series 
of explosions, which cleared the situation a 
good deal, but resulted in burnt fingers for 
‘some of the lawyers. “ 

Frederick W. McLean, former assistant 
cashier of the Chicago National bank, was 
on the witness stand nearly all day, proving 
by a tedious process that the twenty-seven 
memorandum notes found in the bank were 
made out and signed by him, various names 
being used at the direction of Walsh, and 
that the notes never were really paid when 
they came due, but simply were renewed 
by other notes on the same collateral. Mr. 
McLean also testified that the proceeds of 
each note went to Walsh's credit on a cash- 
fer’s check. 

McLean was interrupted every few min- 
utes by lawyers for the defense and it looked 
as if it would take until 8 ume to 
complete his examination. Finally, in the 
middie of the afternoon, a blanket ques- 
tion was framed up by the lawyers in con- 
ference, to be answered by McLean Mon- 
day morning. It was a time saving device 
and Assistant District Attorney Robert W. 
Childs confined himself after that to proving 
simply the original notes and the fact that 
they were found in the bank when it closed. 

Objects to Admission of Notes. 

Mr. Childs was proceeding along thie line, 
when another argument arose over an objec- 
tion by Attorney John 8. Miller to the ad-

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Important Conference Held on 
Money Crisis and Relief. 


ROOSEVELT TO STAY HAND? 


Reported He Will Not Order Further 
Prosecution of Combines. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Special.J—A 
most important conference relating to the 
currency situation and the means to be taken 
for its immediate and permanent relief oc- 
curred tonight at the White house. 

J. Pierpont Morgan and George F. Baker, 
president of the First National bank of New 
York, came to Washington this evening in 
compliance with an invitation from the presi- 
dent. , . 

Prior to their call at the White house the 
two financiers conferred with Secretary Cor- 
telyou. Then, in company with Robert Ba- 
con, assistant secretary of state, they visited 
the president. 

The conferences Mr. Morgan had both with 
the president and Secretary Cortelyou related 
in part to the distribution of the 3 per cent 
certificates of indebtedness and the disposi- 
tion of the money whieh the government will 
derive from the sale of these notes. 

It je of the greatest importance that large 
sums be provided in the west and south 
for the movement of crops. Mr. Cortelyou 
today made an official announcement as to 
the policy he intends to pursue to achieve this 
result. | 

Meseage One of Topics. 

But vast sums remain tied up in the New 
York banks, and the administration—and Mr. 
Morgan as well—is most anxious to eecure 
its return to normal channels of business. 

But beyond the present situation, Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Baker discussed with the 
president the views the latter has incorpo- 
rated in his message. 

It is impossible tonight to learn whether 
they were approved by the New Kork finan- 
ciers, though there is reason to believe that 
the means of relief suggested by the president 
are not objectionable to them. 

The economic policies of the president gen- 
erally were discussed, and so far as is known 
the latter has intention of inaugurating, 
at the present time, any further legal pro- 
ceedings against the combinations which 
have been investigated, but, on the other 
hand, he will do anything he can, with pro- 
priety, to restore business confidence. 


Morgan Glad to See President. 


When Mr. Morgan, Mr. Baker, and Mr. 
Bacon left the White house they were sur- 
rounded by newspaper correspondents, to 
whom Mr. Morgan said, in response to ques- 
tions, that he came over to Washington at 
the invitation of the president and that he 
was glad to come and to pay his respects. _ 

He had just such a talk, he said, as he had 
had with Secretary Cortelyou last week and 
the week before, but refused to go into de-

Mr. Morgan added that there had, of 
course, been a discussion of the means of re- 
lief which the. government had undertaken, 
of the distribution of currency, and kindred 
matters. 

The situation, he thought, was encourag- 
ing, and the government measures were 
doing a great deal of good. 

Financier Makes No Suggestion. 

Mr. Morgan said he had a talk with Secre- 
tary Cortelyou before going to the White 
house. Mr. Cortelyou did not take part in 
the conference betweer® the president and 
the New York financiers. 

In reply to a direct question, Mr. Mor- 
gan said that he had not, himself, suggest- 
ed to the president any plan of permanent 
relief for the money situation through legis- 
lation. 

Senator Lodge was in the White house part 
of the time the conference was in progress, 
but it is not known that he was present at 
the conversation between the president, Mr. 
Morgan, Mr. Baker, and Mr. Bacon.

NEW ISSUE OF CHECKS.

Savings Account New Notices“ 
‘Counterbalanced by Can- 
cellations. 


A step looking towards the rcsumption of 
business on a cash basis hks been taken by 
the Chicago Clearing House association. 
Letters have been mailed to bankers of the 
middle and western sections of the country 
asking them to express their opinion on the 
general situation. These statements wil} be 
tabulated and used by the Chicago financiers 
as an index of the feeling outside of New 
York. 

There was a general expression favoring 
this move in the meeting of the association, 
James B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, presided. Some of the members 
said that it might be advisable to hold a 
meeting when bankers from the country as 
well as business men both of Chicago and 
from states adjacent to Illinois would be in- 
vited to be present to discuss the question. 
Others expressed the opinion that the time 
was not ripe for such a meeting, and that at 
present it would be impossible to undertake 
to pay all checks in currency. i 

It was agreed finally that the sentiment of 
the country in the middle and far west should 
be sounded, and a letter was prepared, copies 
of which were forwarded yesterday. The 
letter was sent to every banker west of 
Pittsburg to the Pacific coast. 


Replies in Next Week. 


It is expected that replies will begin to 
come in by tomorrow. Answers to letters 
sent to the farthest points cannot be received 
until the end of next week, however. 

It is impossible for me to say that we can 
resume the payment of all checks in currency 
at any certain time,“ said Mr. Forgan. 
“There is no mystery about it. Just as 
soon as the banks find they can undertake to 
do this all that Will be necessary to do is to 
send an order to the teller and he will begin 
to pay out currency for checks. That is all. 

In my opinion there is no use of a mass- 
meeting to discuss this matter. As soon as 
the banks find that they have sufficient cur- 
rency on hand it can be done. I do not know 
when that time will be.’’ 

There were many encouraging features in 
the situation during the day. The report of 
the clearing house committee was the-most 
cheerful in tone of any statement that has 
been issued since the trouble began. Several 
banks reported that the number of cancella- 
tions in the savings departments more than 
equaled the number of new notices given. 


Subscriptions for Government Loan. 


Mr. Forgan said that the subscription of 
$2,500,000 by the Chicago national banks 
which are government depositories towards 
the new government certificates of indebted- 
ness did not carry the condition that 75 per 
cent of the purchase price should remain on 
deposit. He said that he had asked that as 
large an amount of this money as possible 
might remain as part of the government de- 
post. Until the Chicago banks hear from 
the treasury department at Washington it is 
not certain how much will be allowed to re- 
main on deposit. 

William Boldenweck, assistant United 
States treasurer, reported that applications 
for certificates amounting ro $92,000 had been 
received during the day. As on the preceding 
day, the applications were made for the 
smaller denominations of certificates, indi- 
cating that they were being taken by per- 
sons of moderate means for investment. 


$550,000 More/Checks Issued. 
The clearing house issued $550,000 in checks 


j yesterday. Theclerksin the Northern Trust 


bank worked until late at night preparing 
the checks. Including the amount issued 
yesterday a total issue of more than $5,000,000 
has been made. There has been a large de- 
mand for checks of the smaller denomina- 
tions. 

In order to meet the outside demand for 
checks a special form has been prepared for 
the convenience of large employers of labor. 
This is a check drawn by the firm using it 
against the banks and certified by the bank. 
Checks amounting to $50,000 have been paid 
out among Illinois miners. 

It was also reported during the day that a 


number of deposits of currency had been 


made by country banks. This was attributed 
to the fact that crops are being moved and 
business conditions in general have improved.

New York, Nov. 22.—The extent to which 
the New York banke will subscribe to the 
new issue of the treasury certificates is not 
yet definitely fixed, but it 16 expected there 
will be liberal participation when a full un- 
derstanding is secured as to the uses to which 
the certificates may be applied. . 

It is the acceptea view in banking circles 
that the certificates can be utilized as a 
basis for circulation, but not for bank re- 
serves, The advantage of this use of the 
new issue for circulation purposes is great 
not only as a banking transaction but as a 
means of relieving the stringency as felt by 
the public, since the bank note circulation 
will speedily get into public use and thus put 
an end to the present premium on money. ‘ 

The fact that the Panama canal bonds are 
to draw interest of only 2 per cent, while 


the treasury certificates are rated as 8 per 


cent sécurities, is placing the former at con- 
siderable disadvantage in the present state 
of the market, and calls for the bonds have 
been restricted thus far in this city. 


Paris Willing to Release Gold. 


The gold import movement was resumed on 


a large scale today, New York banking houses 
securing an aggregate of $7,800,000 in London 
and Paris. About a third of this amount was 
engaged from the Bank of France. This fact 
is considered of particular importance as in- 
dicating that the Bank of France has at last 
shown a willingness to release gold to this 
country. It is understood the engagements 
in Paris were made on commercial bills, im- 
porters paying the French bank a premium 
on gold. 

The engagements made a total for the 
movement of about $81,500.000, an amount 
far in excess of all expectations. Delay to 
the Mauretania, which has $12,500,000 in gold 
aboard, prevented showing this gold in the 
weekly bank statement, which will be issued 
tomorrow. 

It was announced that $750,000 in gold from 
Japan had reached Honolulu on its way to the 
United States, being consigned to San Fran- 
cisco banks. 


Wants $5,000,000 in Certificates. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 22.—A man who 
gave his name as F. M. Ball and his address 
as 910 Chestnut street, this city, made ap- 
plication to the subtreasury today for $5,000,-

New York, Nov. 2.—In a speech tinged 
with bitterness President R. P. Schwerin of 
the Pacific Mail steamship line tonight as- 
sailed the government's attitude toward ship- 
ping on the Pacific and declared that the 
present policy would drive the American flag 
from the Pacific as well as from the Atlantic. 

His line, he said, was losing money as a re- 
sult of the operations of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and he intimated that the 
company would not ask for a renewal of its 
fifty year charter, which expires on April 1 
next. but would instead retire from the 
steamship transportation business. 

Foreign rivals, who could change their 
rates at will, had piled up $5,000,000 in as- 
sets, he said, while the American line, com- 
pelled to give thirty days’ notice of a new 
passenger schedule, was dropping between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 in hopeless competi- 
tion. 

Sees Deplorable State of Affairs. 

Mr. Schwerin was a guest at the dinner at 
the Waldorf of the Society of Naval Archi- 
tects and Marine Engineers. He said he felt 
it incumbent upon him to tell the truth about 
what he termed the most deplorable state 
of affairs in American shipping.“ 

Mr. Schwerin's subject was What the 
United States Is Doing for its Merchant 
Marine on the Pacific Coast.” He referred to 
the liberal subsidies which are granted on the 
Pacific to British, German, and Japanese ves- 
sels, and stated that two magnificent vessels 
were to be added to one Japanese line which 
already has increased its fleet by three addi- 
tional ships in comparatively recent times. 

But a subsidy alone will not make a line 
a success,“ he said. ‘‘ What has the United 
States government done for us? Within a 
short period we were fined some $421,000 for 
infractions of the mary regulations with 
which we recently have been hedged about. 
Of this amount we paid some $260,000, having 
managed to secure a reduction of the original 
amount. - 

Not a Sentimental Subject. 

“It’s all tommyrot to talk all kinds of 
sentimentality about the American merchant 
marine. We can’t view the merchant ma- 
rine from a sentimental standpoint. The 
man who can do us good is not the man who 
is going to deliver us with the big stick and 
an atmosphere of moonshine and splendor.

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MAYER T0 DEFEND GROSSCUP 


‘Indicted Jurist May Ask Change | 


of Venue from Coles County. 


SEQUEL OF: RAIL DISASTER. 


Marshall ZE. Sampsell Among Others 
‘Accused of Manslaughter. 


Mattoon, III., Nov. 22.—[Special.J]—It was 
learned here tonight that Judge Grosscup 
of Chicago, who was indicted for manslaugh- 
ter, along with several other directors of 
the Mattoon City railway company, will be 
defended by Levy Mayer, the famous corpo 
ration attorney of Chicago. 

There also was a well credited rumor about 
town that the judge would ask for a change 
of venue from Coles county, on the ground 
that public sentiment is aroused against 
him here to such an extent that he cannot re- 
ceive a falr trial. 

If his attorney should adopt this action 
it will afford one of the most remarkable 
spectacles of criminal jurisprudence—that of 
one of the best known federal judges asking 
for a change of venue from a state jurist. 
Judge Craig of the Circuit court will have 
the case. 

Separate Trials May Be Asked. 

The information here tonight is that Mr. 
Mayer will appear before Judge Craig to- 
morrew and make a motion of some nature. 
If it is not for a change of venue it may be 
for a separate tridl or possibly to quash the 
indictment. 

There is no question that feeling against 
the federal. judge is high in this county. 
Twenty persons were killed and thirty-five 
or forty injured, some of them crippled for 
life, on his railroad last August. The trag- 
edy occurred in a collision twelve miles 
south of this city and there was every indi- 
cation of criminal carelessness on the part 
of the road officials. It simply was a case 
of two trains trying to pass on the same 
track. It will be a difficult matter to secure 
a jury on account of the relationship of the 
killed and injured extending throughout the 
entire county. 

Other Chicago Men Indicted. 

Judge Grosscup was the most famous of the 
indicted directors, but there were a number 
of ethers, including Marshall E. Sampsell, 
one of the receivers for the Union Traction 
company in Chicago; Edgar A. Potter, presi- 
dent of the Mattoon City railway; Francis M. 
Peabody of the Peabody Coal company, Chi- 
eago; Arthur W. Underwood and Frank 
More, the latter superintendent of the rail- 


road.

ORDER WORK ON 
BOULEVARD LINK 


City Officials Adopt “Grand 
Plan” and Tell Improve- 
ment Board to Start. 


PARK PEOPLE LEFT OUT. 
Scheme Is to Widen and Connect 
by Bridge Michigan Avenue 
and Pine Street. 


* * 


The plan of the city administration for con- 
necting the north and south side boulevard 
systems was decided on yesterday. It is 
what is known as The Grand Plan,“ the one 
which Architect Daniel H. Burnham recom- 
mended as the only one offering a permanent 
solution. The board of local improvements, 
was instructed to begin work on it at once. 
What is contemplated is: : 

The widening and boulevarding of Michigan 
avenue, from Randolph street to the river, to a 
width of 130 feet. j 

The similar widening and boulevarding of Pine 
street from the river to Ohio street. 

The building of a b&scule bridge at Pine street 


to connect these two boulevards, the bridge to be 


of their full width. 

The money necessary, estimated at $5,000,- 
000, is to be raised by special assessment on 
the property benefited. This Assessment is 
to be spread over the entire north and south 
sides, the proportion being grafluated accord- 
ing as the preperty is more or less directly 
benefited. ' : 


Only Plan to Fit Conditions. 


It la the only plan which offers the relief 
sought,” said Mayor Busse after the confer- 
ence at which the matter was decided on. 
All other plans which were offered, such 
as an elevated roadway in Michigan avenue 
and a diversion into Beaubien court, were 
nothing more than makeshifts and not in- 
tended to be permanent. It would bea waste 
of money to adopt any of them. This plan 
will be a lasting solution of the problem. Be- 
sides it can be carried out in less time than 
the other propositions.“ 

The work is to be done by the city. The 
park boards will have no part in the enter- 
prise. The objection made to the plan of 
having these boards do the work by the is- 
suance of park bonds was that it would tie 
the matter up in the courts indefinitely. ‘ Be- 
sides it would produce delay, asa referendum 
vote would have to be taken on the bond is- 
sue and nothing could be done until the next 
fall election. 

The legal difficulty grows out of the fact 
that if the cost is met by bond issues property 
in the two park districts will be incumbered 
alike, irrespective of whether it is directly or 
indirectly benefited by the improvement. 
Under the special assessment plan the 
charges will be according to the benefits. 


How Changes Will Be Made. 


In fact no representatives of the park 
boards were invited to yesterday’s confer- 
ence. Those gathered in the mayor’s office 
were the interested city officials,. the alder- 
men from the north and south side wards, and 
the boulevard link committee of the Commer- 
cial club, with Architect Burnham. 

Michigan avenue, from Randolph street to 
the river, is now a sixty-six foot street. The 
64 feet necessary to widen it to 180 feet must 
be taken from its east side, taking the prop- 
erty between it and Beaubien court. Widening 
Pine street on the north side of the river by 
taking the necessary land from the west side 
of the street would bring the two newly made 
boulevards nearly opposite. 

The resolution adopted in the conference 
was the motion of Ald. Foreman that the 
board df local improvements be instructed to: 
go ahead at once on the lines of the recom- 
mendations made by George A. Mason, the at- 
torney for the special assessment depart- 
ment. The only objection was made by John 
Minwegen of the board, who thought that a 
width of 115 feet in Michigan avenue was 
enough. He was quickly overruled.

French Lick, Ind., Nov. 22.—[{Special.J—

Although this was the only business of 
official nature transacted, the committee- 
men, representing pretty thoroughly the mid- 
dle west and parts of the east, went over the 
entire political situation, and concluded to 
their own satisfaction that the only issue on 
which they could met the republican or- 
ganization would be the tariff. This idea was 
expressed in the closed conference by Com- 
mitteeman T. E. Ryan of Wisconsin. 


Dislike Government Ownership. 

Norman E. Mack of New York and Martin 
I. Wade of Iowa conceded that there was 
likely to be small difference between the re- 
publican and democratic platforms 80 far 
as the industrial situation is concerned, and 
that both would use practically the same lan-

OF LABOR EXODUS} 


Rush of ‘Foreigners ‘Alissa 
Swamps Steamship Lines 

, at New Torx, 
OUTGO $5,000,000 A WEEK. 
Retrenchment by Mills and Fac- 


tories Cause of Increasing 
Human Tide. 


New York, Nov. 22.—[Special.]—The rush of 
foreign laborers back to their homes in Eu- 
rope, which ‘began in noticeable volume 
about three weeks ago, has reached such 
proportions that the steamship companies at 
this and other ports have serious trouble to 
provide accommodations for the homegoing. 
Hundreds who wanted to sail yesterday were 
unable to find a berth and many who wished 
to sail Saturday have to wait for next 
Wednesday's steamers. 

This week all the big transatlantic lines 
raised the steerage rate from $21 to $33, but 
this had no effect on the demand for ticke:s. 
In fact, the demand increased. 

A representative of the steerage depart- 
ment of the Hamburg-American line said 
25,000 foreigners in this country now are 
leaving this port alone every week for Eu- 
rope. He estimated $5,000,000 is being taken 
abroad weekly by these returning imm! 
grants in cash or drafts on foreign countries. 


- Scurry for Accommodations. 


The Fabre line found it necessary to pro- | 
vide accommodations in various parts ot 
the city for 200 steerage passengers who 
wanted to sail on the Madonna, which left 
for Mediterranean ports on Wednesday with 
1,480 in the steerage. Five hundred more 
staid here, but 300 got aboard other ships. 
Two hundred will have to remain over for 
thé Venezia, which safls next Wednesday 
with 1,890 steerage passengers already 
booked. The Arabic sailed Thursday with 
1.100. The. steamsh!p Main of the North 
German Lloyd sailed Thursday loaded to its 
full capacity. The steamer’ Batavia took 
2,599, and the Pretoria, sailing for Hamburg 
tomorrow, will carry 2,500. The Oceanic 
went on Wednesday with 1,400 Italians, 
Servians, and Lithuanians. 

The largest number to go on one steamer 
so far will be 3,200, on the President Grant, 
sailing on Wednesday next for Hamburg. 
Its steerage passengers will be composed 
mostly of Russians, Poles, and Hupgarians. 
The St. Paul of the American line will sail 
tomorrow with 900, its full capacity. The 
Caronia and Kaiser Wilhelm II. will take 
700 and 1,000 steerage passengers. On 
Wednesday next the Cambronian will carry 
out 1,000; 1.350 more are booked to sail on 
the Zeeland of the Red Star line. The Re- 
public will carry 2,300. 


Immigrant Train of Twelve Cars. 


One immigrant train over the New Jersey 
Central a? midnight yesterday was made up 
of twelve cars. The passengers numbered 
980. They lined up ten deep for a block long 
in front of the Jersey City ferry house. There 
were not half a dozen women in the whole 
multitude. Most of these people came from 
districts in Pennsylvania, where twenty large 
stone cement works have shut down.

MANILA, Nov. 22.—Both houses of the leg- 
islature—the Philippine commission and the 
assembly—have agreed that the delegates to 
Washington shall be Pablo Ocampo and 
Benito Legarda. The houses voted separate- 
ly under an agreement that each house would 
select a candidate and each should ratify the 
other's choice. This agreement was reached 
after a long discussion in joint session. 

Benito Legarda has been a member of the 
commission since 1901. He is one of the 
wealthiest Filipinos in the islands, interested 
in manufacturing enterprises and a large 
property owner, He was educated abroad, 
and has visited the United States on several 
occasions. Last year he was Secretary 
Taft's guest at Washington. He entered the 
Malolos congress of 1899, but took no active 
part in the revolution. 

Ocampo was editor of a radical newspaper 
in 1898, and secretary of therMalolos con- 
gress in 1899. was exiled to the isiand of 
Guam for his share in- the revolution, but 
took the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, and returned under the general am- 
nesty of 1904. Since that time he has been 
living quietly in Manila, practicing law.

Higher Price Brings Enor- 
mous Yearly Addition to 
- Alleged Trust’s Profits. 


GRAND JURY TO BE TOLD. 


Inspectors Find More Short Meas- 
ure Bottles and Will Pros- 
ecute Dealers. 


On the basig of the present increase in the 
price of milk and cream, Chicago consumers 
will be charged an annual increased toll of 
nearly $8,500,000 above the price paid-before 
the advance was made. The daily increase 
which the alleged milk trust has wrung from 
consumers since the boosted price went into 
effect has been more than $9,000. 

This enormous addition to the profits of the 
dealers represents the aggregate of 1 cent a 
quart increase on milk and 2 cents a half pint 
on cream. In return for being subjected to 
this “‘ milking process by greedy dealers 
the consumers get nothing which they did not 
get prior to the advance. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour an- 
nounced yesterday that the financial aspect 
of the milk question will be made the subject 
of a searching inquiry. He said ifa combine 
has conspired to boost the price of milk, the 
punishment ought to be proportionate to the 
increased profits of the conspirators. . 

We are making a thorough investigation 
of the entire subject of an alleged milk trust,’’ 
said Mr. Barbour. The financial aspect of 
the question will be gone into thoroughly.“ 


Testimony for Grand Jury. 

The question of the existence of a milk 
trust will be made the subject of a special 
investigation by the December grand jury. 
Seven witnesses, among them W. B. Wanzer, 
secretary of the Illinois Milk Dealers’ asso- 
ciation, and other dealers were questioned 
by Mr. Barbour during the day. Mr. Bar- 
bour said he had learned that the increase 
had become necessary by reason of the high 
price of feed and the increased cost of farm 
labor. a

These figures are.conservative for the rea- 
son that the cream sold for 10 cents a half 
pint is included in the total receipts of 29,850 
eight gallon cans. The cream brings the 
actual increased profits up much higher than 
$9,000 a day. 


Enormous Profit Shown. 

When the cost of tlre milk to the dealers is 
examined it is seen that the profits are enor- 
mous. The price fixed by the milk shippers’ 
union for eight gallon cans delivered in Chi- 
cago is $1.45. Some of the larger dealers. 
notably the Borden Condensed Milk com- 
pany, do not pay that. The Borden company 
pays only $1.10 for eight gallon cans, but they 
are delivered in the country, and, therefore, 
this price does not include freight. Freight, 
however, averages only 15 cents a can. 

Taking the highest price quoted by the 
shippers’ unién, $1.45 a can, and the cost of 
290,850 cans is 843.282. The difference be- 
tween this figure and the gross daily income 
of 576,416 indicates a profit of the alleged 
combine of $33,183. This is $9,552 more than 
was made on the milk sold at 7 cents a quart. 
The v ot the. December. grand: jury 
which will investigate the working .of the 
milk combine was sent to the sheriff during 
the day. Service will begin immediately. 
It will convene Dec. 9. 


After Short Measure Bottles,

milk will be started.

WRINGS$3,500,000 'SUFFRAGETTES SEEK ALLIES PORTUGAL'S KING 


Guarded by Male Socialists They 
Attack Liberal Leader. 


OWN METHODS THEIR RUIN. 


Birmingham Students Rout Screaming 
Women with Dead Miee. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—Aided by masculine 
allies, the suffragettes have scored a vie- 
tory. Ever since the polificians began their 
usual autumn campaign the scréaming 
women, led by Christabel Pankhurst and 
Annie Kenney, have with monotonous per- 
sistence done their utmost to break up the 
meetings addressed by ministers and other 
prominent liberals. 

Their female interruptors were invariably 
ejected in the screeching, struggling manner 
which is now too familiar. Their tactics 
usually have led to only a temporary. hin- 
drance to the meetings. 

The Pankhurst crowd, apparently fearing 
a failure, invoked socialist men at Leeds 
this evening to protect them from ejection 
from the meeting addressed ‘by Mr. Glad- 
stone. The plan succeeded, and for the first 
time they won an overwhelming victory, 
completely spoiling the meeting. Mr. Glad- 
stone, his wife, and others were driven from 
the platform by a rush of women, support- 
ed by their socialist allies. A free fight 
between the latter and the liberal audience 
filled the hall with uproar. There were many 
bloody noses and black eyes were given and 
received. 

A few nights ago the suffragettes’ tactics 
were tried against themselves. They were 
holding a meeting at Birmingham, where the 
university students raised pandemonium. 
Among other pranks they threw tubes filled 
with sulphuretted nydrogen, which caused 
extreme dismay. Finally a shower of dead 
mice drove the speakers from the platform.

Crown Prince’s Opposition to 
Prime Minister Given as 


Cause of Move. 


FEAR PUBLIC OUTBREAK. 


Conseryative Leader Said to Have 
Declared Ruler Must 
Abdicate. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MADRID, Nov. 22.—The king of Portugal 
has banished the Crown Prince Louis to Villa 
Vicoso, a royal residence in an isolated part 
of Portugal, 100 miles from Lisbon. 

This step was taken in consequence of 
the crown prince remonstrating with his 
father against the dictatorial régime carried 
on by Sefior Franco, the prime minister, 
with the king’s assent and support. 

The crown prince, whose antagonism to the 


-dictatorship was well known, represented to 


his father the inadvisability of continuing 
the present method of government, which, 
he said, is turning Portugal into a hotbed of 
republicans and anarchists,and which might 
end in the overthrow of the monarchy. King 
Carlos, greatly incensed, ordered the crown 
8 into what is practically exile from 
the capital. 

The king’s action has caused a great eensa- 
tion throughout the country. It is declared 
that the crown prince is under the influence 
of the conservatives, who are led by Senhor 
Vilhena an desire the abdication of King 
Carlos in favor of his son. 


Great Plot Is Feared. 


The situation in Portugal, which has been 
described as growing worse during the last 
few weeks, has become threatening, accord- 
ing to dispatches. The popular antagonism 
to the dictatorship has been growing dan- 
gerously, and the conservatives are making 
common cause with the republicans. 

An accidental explosion of bombs the other 
day, by Which two physicians and others 
concerned in their manufacture were killed, 
led, it is said, to the discovery of an alarm- 
ing plot. 
and 135 arrests made. 

The municipal guards of Lisbon, consisting 
of 1,200 infantry and 500 cavalry, have been 
confined in their barracks for several days in 
preparation for any emergency which may 
arise. 
declared to be doubtful. 
censorship is being maintained, and all of the 
newspapers in Lisbon, except three, have 


been suppressed and their conducfors prose- . 


cuted for publishing seditious articles. 
Vilhena Makes Bold Statement. 


A national demonstration has been ar- 


ranged for Jan. 2, when, it is stated, it is in- 


tended to proclaim a national assembly. The 
support of the army is relied upon in the 
movement. Senor VIlbena is credited with 
having declared openly that the struggle be- 
tween King Carlos and the people can only 
be ended by his majesty’s abdication or de- 
position. 

It is noteworthy that the Portuguese situ- 
ation has been painted as black as before 
described more than once, but nothing has 
materialized. All reports by way of Madrid 
are suspected, the party struggles being 
often absurdly magnified and distorted, but 
there seems to be reason for believing that 
the situation is more strained lately than 
ever before since the king dissolved the cortes 
on May 12 

Foreign correspondents in Lisbon are not 


allowed to send dispatches dealing with the 


situation, and the facts are atficult to obtain.

Boston and Cambridge are football crazy. 
Tonight the Harvard students gathered at 
the Harvard Union and made a lot of noise 
with their songs and cheers of encourage- 
ment. The varsity, though admittedly the 
weakest of years, will be given the glad hand 
from the start tomorrow and with this encourage- 
ment much is expected. 

The Yale team went through its last practice 
this afternoon at Auburndale, and will come to 
Cambridge tomorrow in automobiles an hour before 
the game starts. .

British Fighter Gives Frankie 
Neil Fierce Beating at 
San Francisco. 


POLICE STOP THE CONTEST 


Californian Nearly Knocked Out 
Several Times; Crowd Yells 
to Referee to End It. 


Ban Francisco, Cal., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
Outclassed and hopelessly beaten, Frankie 
Neil was saved from a knockout by Owen 
Moran, the British champion, tonight, when 
the police and referee stopped the fight in 
the sixteenth round. Moran proved his class 
from the first round. He punished Neil in a 
savage manner and when the battle was mer 
cifully stopped it had become a glaughter. 

Although Neil, with eli his old skill and 
bulidog tenacity, fought to conquer Briton, 
he was up against a better man, and went 
down to defeat. In the sixteenth round Neil 
came to the center of the ring groggy ae the 
result of the terrible beating, Moran shot in 
a hard left and Neil went down. Staggering 
to his feet he again faced his opponent, with 
the crowd yelling for the referee to stop the 
fight. In a moment the police and seconds 
jumped into the ring and the battle was 
stopped. 

When the opening gong sounded Neill 
rushed his man, but Moran quickly shot right 
and left to the jaw. The round was easily 
Moran’s., In the next session Moran sent a 
left hook and a right swing to Neil’s jaw, 
sending him to the floor. 

They came together quickly in the third 
round, Neil landing a stiff left to the jaw. 
They mixed furiously at close range, Moran 
doing great work with short arm wallops to 
face and body. Neil shot two lefts to the jaw 
at the start of the fourth round. Both boys 
were trying to land knockouts. 

In the next round Moran uppercut 
with a right to thejaw and slipped to 
his knees as Neil backed him to the 
ropes. He was up quickly and with 
two right hooks and a straight left 
tothejaw sent Frankie to the floor. The 
bell ended the round, which was the Englishman’s 
by a wide margin. In the sixth session Moran 
planted a right to the jaw and Neil again went 
to the floor, this time for a count of nine. Neil 
began stalling to save himslef. The Britisher 
planted a left uppercut to the jaw and got two 
lefts to the stomach in the seventh, the local boy 
seeming to have freshened. 

The eighth and ninth rounds saw Moran doing 
the more effective work. He landed good right 
and lefts to Neil’s head and body. Near the end 
of the ninth Neil fought fast and had the better of 
the milling. Neil was groggy in the tenth from two 
lefts to the jaw, and Moran almost sent him 
through the ropes with more stiff lefts. 

The Britisher increased his lead in the eleventh. 
twelfth..thirteenth. and fourteenth rounds by hard 
bombardments with both hands, while Neil showefi 
great gameness Moran slipped to his knees in 
the fourteenth, but on a{sing cut Neil's eye open 
with a hard right. The bell was all that saved 
Neil in this session, .

The lawyer was particularly angry 
with Charles T. Hass, head of a detective 
agency, who originally was on the side of 
‘Hoops, but has since gone over to the side

The testimony adduced reflected on both

Hurried in Effort at Privacy.

1 There are two generally recognized 
-eauses of car shortage. One is the use 
by a railroad of the cars belonging to an- 
other, this method of supplying its needs 
being much cheaper than the outlay for 
new cars of its own. The other is the 
wv tendency in certain quarters to utilize cars 
tor warehouse purposes, unloading being 
delayed far beyond the proper limit of 
time. The railroad companies have long 
been aware of the operation of these two 
causes and have fallen back upon them for 
- excuse when there has been particularly 
severe criticism of their failure to meet 
the demands made upon them by would- 
be shippers. 
The plan agreed to by twenty-three rail- 
roads at a recent meeting proposes a 
penalty of $5 for the diversion of a freight 
car from its home road. Its discussion 
evidently brought out a good many dit- 
ficulties in practical operation.

All the follies 
and weaknesses of Americanism have not 
been exploited and there are a few more 
mountain fasthesses in which a man of 
genius may temporarily lose himself for 
his own diversion and the adornment of a 
tale. Much of the charm of recently es- 
tablished international vaudeville will van- 
ish when Mr. Shaw decides to go to re- 
habilitate the celestial life. 


DELEGATES AND ELECTORS. 

If the primary elections bill over which 
the conference committee is meditating 
shall provide for the election at the pri- 
maries of delegates to national conven- 
tions it ought also to empower the voters 
to give precise instructions to their dele 
gates. They ought to be enabled to_let 
their delegates know which presidentia! 
candidate they favored. 

Even if the delegates shall continue to 
be elected by district and state. conven- 
tions, there will be no vital objection to al- 
lowing the voters to put their presidential 
preferences on record. It would add a 
little to the length of the ballot, and the 
delegates would not be legally bound by 
the result ‘of the vote, though it might 
often influence their action when the pref- 
erence was strongly expressed. 

There can be no reason for loading 
down the ballot with the names of candi- 
dates for presidential electors. Their 
functions are simple, gdmit of no discre- 
tion, and are ended in a day. The only 
thing to be considered in selecting them 
is their eligibility. This is a matter 
which experience has taught the political 
parties should be looked after carefully. 
There choice ought not to be determined 
at the primaries, but should be left to 3 
convention. 

The bill should also provide that the 
member of a party shall not cut himself 
off from participating in the printaries of 
his party because he scratched its ticket 
at the preceding municipal election: 
There is much nonpartisan voting at such 
elections, and it should not be penalized by 
law. ’ 


A DEPARTMENT OF MINES. 

Has the time come to establish a de- 

partment of mines on the analogy of the 
departments of agriculture and commerce 
and labor? In western mining states 
there is some talk of it. The relation of 
the government to the mining industry is 
not the same, however, as its relation t) 
agriculture and to commerce, and there 
does not seem to be any present need of 
the creation of such a department. All 
the requirements to be made of such a de- 
partment can be met by other departments 
of the government. 
The value of the mineral products of 
the United States has increased from 
$364,000,000 in 1880 to nearly $2,000,- 
000,000 in 1906. A decrease of produc- 
tion as compared with the preceding year 
is to be noticed in 1883, 1884, 1891, 1893, 
1896, and 1904, and an increase in the 
twenty other years. A little more than 
one-fourth of the whole is represented by 
the value of pig iron, the coal is worth a 
little more than the pig iron, and all the 
other mineral products of the country 
make up the other 48 per cent of the 
whole. The precious metals, so-called, 
make a poor showing. The gold is, worth 
less than the iron, the copper the soft 
coal, the hard coal, or the clay. The 
silver is worth less than any of these or 
the lead, the natural gas, the oil, the 
cement, or the stone, and is about 2 per 
cent of the whole mineral product of the 
United States. 

The United States geological survey 
has done excellent work in mapping the 
mineral regions of the country and is ex- 
tending the work. A more minute exam- 
ination of the field could not rightly be 
made at the expense of the government 
unless the government retained the owner- 
ship of the mineral grounds discovered. 
At present the adventurous spirit of pri- 
vate citizens who explore at their own ex- 
pense is rewarded by the rich mines dis- 
covered by the‘ucky ones. The question 
of labor in the coal mines and the prote:- 
tion of life there is treated, and properly 
so, by state authorities. The scientific 
treatment of ores is receiving the careful 
attention of highly paid experts in the em- 
ploy of the smelters, and several flourisn- 
ing schools of mines afford both practical 
and theoretical instruction to all who seek 
it. 

The argument advanced by a San Fran- 
cisco newspaper that a department of 
mines should be created in order that the 
mining industries might have a spokesman 
at cabinet meetings is hardly a valid one. 
The mining industries have many repre- 
sentatives in both houses of congress. lu 
proportion to the value of the gold aad 
silver produced, 132 millions annuallg, 
these industries have a much larger rep- 
resentation than commerce or manufac- 
turing. Iron, oil, copper, and many other 
mineral products have their spokesmen in 
congress, and there seems to be no need 
of a representative of these industries in 
the cabinet. It is large enough for the 
present. : 


CHRISTMAS IN NEW YORK SCHOOLS.

He has been in turn chief of the naval in- 
telligence department and secretary to the 
imperial defense committee, and as such is 
executive officer of the board charged with 
the supervision and design of the military 
and naval defenses of the empire, and he is 
justly reputed to be one of the cleverest offl- 
cers of King Edward's navy. 


He has been also naval attaché at Paris, 


at St. Petersburg, at Rome, and in Japan. 


In fact, he was in Japan at the time of the § 


war with Russia and may be said to have 
been behind the scenes as far as the Japanese 
were concerned, and initiated by them into 
all their secrets of the campaign. 

I may add that he is the inventor of the 
submarine mine that sent the Russian battle- 
ship Petropaviovsk, with its admiral and 
crew, to the bottom at Port Arthur, Grand 
Duke Cyril, now a nephew of King Edward, 
being one of the few survivors. 

Ottley invented the mine and the auto- 
matic depth gear, which is one of its most 
important features, some eighteen years ago 
when lieutenant of the Vernon, and the fate 
of the Russian flagship at Port Arthur fur- 
nished a striking illustration of the success 
of Sir Charles-Ottley’s invention. 

— 


Among other honors conferred in connec- 
tion with the birthday of King Edward call- 
ing for note is the grand cross of the Vic- 
torlan order bestowed upon the young duke 
of Westminster, probably by way of royal 
encouragement and sympathy at a moment 
when, in spite of his happy marriage, his 
name is about to be dragged into a sensa- 
tional lawsvit brought by a thoroughly im- 
bittered and beautiful woman against a 
future peer for breach of promise, the duke 
having been one of her admirers prior to his 
marriage.

Then there is Lieut. Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, 
already a knight of the Victorian order, who 
receives the star of the second class of the 
Order of the Bath, the same distinction being 
conferred on Sir Henry Howard, the British 


_envoy to the court of Queen Wilhelmina, for 


his services in connection with the recent 
peace conference of The Hague. 

Sir Henry, while stationed at Washington 
as secretary of the British legation under Sir 
Edward Thornton, won the hand of Miss 
Cecilia Riggs, daughter of the well known 
banker, George Riggs of Washington, and 
one of his sons by this marriage makes his 
home in this country. 

Arthur Christopher Benson, son of the late 
archbishop of Canterbury and brother of the 
author of Dodo,“ of The Relentless City.“ 
and of other popular novels, recelves a vom- 
mandership of the Victorian order In recog- 
nition of the services which he rendered to 
the king in compiling and editing jointly 
with Lord Esher the recently published vol- 
umes of the correspondence of Queen Vic- 
toria. ‘ 

Finally there is a knighthood of the Order 
of the Bath for Lieut. Gen. Sir Charles Smith 
Dorrien, who has just succeeded Gen. Sir 
John French in the command of England's 
great military camp of Aldershot, which 
may be described as the chief training ground 
of the British army and as the place where 
a full army corps is always kept ready for 
foreign service. | 

Sir Horace Smith Dorrien, as he has now 
begome, is the brother of T. A. Dorrien 
Smith, popularly known as “ the king of the 
Seillys.“ that picturesque group of islands, 
some 150 in number, which lle off the coast of 
Cornwall. Asked on one occasion why he 
and his brother reverse the order of the 
names, Sir Horace replied that the family 
was not quite sure in which order the names 
came, so rang the changes on them, so that 
at least one branch might be correct.

Sir Horace is one of Kitchener's men and 
has ben on several occasions recommended 
for the Victoria cross, once in the Zulu war 
of a quarter of a century ago. 

*One day while outAnspecting the country 
he was suddenly set upon by a body of Zulus. 
He put spurs to his horse and was galloping 
away with the enemy after him, when he 
came upon a fellow officer on foot, who asked 
him to let him hang on to his stirrups to help 
him along. This he did, and they went some 
way in this manner, when his comrade, 
thoroughly fagged out, entreated Smith Dor- 
rien to allow him to get on his horse. Sir 
Horace got down in order to help the man up, 
and had no socher landed him in the 
saddie than the horse straightway bolted, 
leaving him to the tender mercy of the fast 
approaching enemy. 

Nothing daunted, Sir Horace, who at Har- 
row had taken many prizes for running, 
sprinted ahead, with the Zulus, who are 
among the swiftest and longest winded run- 
ners in the world, unpleasantly close upon 
his heels, until at last he spurted into camp 
and safety. He keeps to this day the pair of 
boots which he wore on that occasion. They 
were in good shape when he started out in 
the morning, but when he got back into 
camp the soles were entirely gone. 

— 


Again, in the last Boer war, at the battle 
of Doornkop, the Gordons and the magnifi- 
cent regiment of Canadian irregulars which 
formed part of his command lost touch with 
the main body. 

They dashed up the hill so impetuously 
that they became cut off from the remainder 
of the brigade and were in danger of being 
surrounded by the enemy. 

The general, instead of sending one of his 
aids de camp to turn them back, undertook 
the job himself, and set off as hard as his 
horse could gallop®straight across the en- 
emy’s front. A hail of bullets beat up the 
earth all around the gallant rider. 

He got through unscathed, however, and, 
having succeeded in his object, returned to 
his position in the rear of his troops. In an- 
swer to protests as to the risk he had just 
run he made the characteristic reply: Well, 
some one had got to stop the Gordons, and 
I could not well send any one else to face 
that fire, could 1 

He is a first class gentleman rider and has 
won many cups in steeplechases, especially 
out in India.

His brother, Mr. Dorrien Smith, holds the 
Scilly islands on a lease which will come to 
an end in 1915, but which will probably be re- 
newed. He makes his home at the abbey of 
Tresco, built on the foundations and to a 
great extent with the materials of the an- 
cient abbey of Tresco, which dates from the 
time of King Athelstane, who, in 936, granted 
the islands to the great abbey of Tavistock 
as a branch establishment.

SORORITIES ARE HIT ALSO. 


Members Said to Lose Modesty and 
Become Insineere Triflers. 


Chapter houses of high school fraternities 
in Chicago were pointed out yesterday as 
dens of viciousness in which gambling, drink- 
ing, smoking, and profanity flourish and 
orgies last until the small hours. High school 
and college instructors made the charges at 
a conference of parents and principals on the 
fraternity problem at the Chicago Normal 
school. 

The “frat” house was described as an 
“instrument of the devil and a “ plague 
spot,“ and the fraternity itself branded with 
a score or more of degenerating influences, 
mentally, morally, and physically. 

Charles W. French, vice principal of the 
Chicago Normal college, was strongest in his 


denunciation of the high school fraternity. 


He drew his conclusions from many years of 
experience as principal of the Hyde Park 
High school. Mr. French was unable to be 
present, but his paper was read by J. F. 
Hosic, head of the English department of the 
Normal school.

Says Frats Destroy Character. 


“Surely, if there is anything that our 
schools should cherish and upbuild it is man- 
ly and womanly character, pure, self-sacri- 
ficing, and aspiring to the highest things,“ 
said Mr. French. Yet who that has seen 
the chapter house, open day and night, with 
its tobacco and profanity,and too often orgies 
lasting into the small hours, can fail to see a 
vicious influence which tends to ruin those 
who participate, and just as certainly to 
spread its contagion through the body of the 
school, which cannot avoid moral deteriora- 
tion as long as it cherished such »vlague spots 
in its midst? 

Not all chapter houses are as bad as this, 
but some are far worse, and so little of good 
and so much of evil flows from them that none 
can stand under the condemnation. 

Evil as is their influence upon the school 
as an institution, their influence upon their 
individual members is more marked and more 
quickly eventuated into a moral d intsi- 
lectual decline. I have seen pure minded, 
earnest, and promising boys transformed into 
shallow, disreputable loafers, with their oniy 
bright promise gone and the morning of 
their lives hopelessly eclipsed.

Girls Lose High Aspirations. 


J have sen gentle, modest girls with seri- | 


ous purposes and high aspirations change, 
not only once or twice, but many times into 
shallow and insincere triflers. Is it any 
wonder that I want to see this evil abate i in 
the interests of humanity? 

“It is not against the boys and girls wko 
form these organizations that I raise my 
voice, for they and ra eg interests are dear 
to me, but it is against th¥s instrument of 
the devil which is corrupting them and ruin- 
ing their lives that I would exert my strongest 
influence. 

“I might speak of the resulting diminish- 
ing influence of the teacher, the increcsing 
famillarity of both boys and girls with 
things which they should not know. end 
Which in all decency should be kept from 
them, the pertness and illbreeding in public 
places, which would have brougat the blush 
to the cheeks of the school children of a 
former generation, an increasing vulgarity 
of thought and conversation, the growth of 
the tobacco habit, and—but the sad list seers 
endless and I refrain.”

Gambling in Chapter Houses. 

Spencer W. Smith of the Wendell Phillips 
High school, the first of the speakers, de- 
clared that smoking, gambling, and drink- 
ing—the latter not so prevalent—were gom- 
mon practices in the frat ’’ house. 

I know for a fact this isso,’’ hesaid. “I 
know of one young man who resigned from 
his fraternity and he told me that six or 
seven men of his ‘crowd’ had leagned to 
drink in the ‘house’ and were still at it, 
Euchre and cassino become too tiresome and 
poker follows naturally.

This one boy, he said, was 
dropped from his fraternity at the end of 
the year. Four of the five others were 
dropped from school for cribbing.

Thomas Orchestra. 


The program of the public rehearsal of the 
Thomas orchestra yesterday afternoon in 
Orchestra hall was headed by a novelty. 
Not a novelty of any vast importance, as the 
hearing proved, but one with which it was 
well to become acquainted, since its com- 
poser was made much of during his life and 
in, Germany particularly was regarded as 
quite a power in the music world. He was 
Ludwig Thuille, and the composition pre- 
sented yesterday by Mr. Stock and the or- 
chestra for the first time in America was a 
Symphonic Festival March, the opus 38 of its 
composer, and one of the last works written 
by him before his death last February in 
Munjch. 7 

The march is what its name implies—a 
showy, pompous creation, filled with all the 
blare and circumstance that befit a festival 
composition. The thematic material is tame 
stuff, however, and only the brilliant manner 
and the abundant verve which Mr. Stock 
and the men brought to its presentation lent 
the performance value and interest. 


— 

There followed, however, a number which 
gave enjoyment that) was both deep and real. 
It was the D minor Symphony of Cesar 
Franck, Mr. Stock having varitd his usual 
custom and placed the symphony in the first 
half of the program. The liking of the 
music of Cesar Franck, like the liking of 
the music of the majority of the modern 
composers, and especially those of the 
French school, depends largely upon the 
mood in which it is listened to and In which 
it is performed. Our music seems to be 
tending more and more toward the translat- 


the tendency is one which makes sten 
more difficult for the hearer and success 
more uncertain for the composer and his 
Work. a 

If the hearer be not in the right frame of 
mind or the right mood for that contained 
in the composition he is left unresponsive, 
and the value of the performance is little 
or nothing. If the composition be unad- 
vantageously placed on the program—fol- 
lowing, for example, a number not in har- 
mony with it or not tending to the creating 
of a mood suitable for it—nonsuccess recults. 
If, again, the performer be not in the right 
mood for it the revealment of the content 
of the work is inadequate and failure is the 
outcome. But if, on the other hand, the 
moods of both performer and hearer can be 
brought to the right point the work dis- 
closes its worth and enjoyment and pleas- 
ure are the result. 

— 

Most of the music of Franck partakes of 
this character. It is mood music and you 
like it or you do not, just as you chance to 
be feeling. Less dependent upon these con- 
ditions than are the majority of his com- 
positions, however, is the symphony heard 
yesterday. It is thematically strong and 
impressive and as regards instrumental 
color and emotionality it is bound to at- 
tract, at least in part, and to compel the 
hearer’s attention. e e of the ram- 
bling, less of the un certain of purpose and 
indefiniteness of beginning and ending than 
has the majority of the Belgian composer's 
creations, and much of it Is of rare beauty.

His tone in 
the sustained passages was of marked beau- 
ty, purity, and smoothness. He fairly sang 
the melodies, and in the technical show por- 
tions he employed the facility, the surety, the 
precision and the lightness that they demand 
for full and effective rendition. It was a 
performance which showed at their best the 
high capabilities of the violinist, both as play- 
er and musician, and the rousing applause 
showered upon him was warmly merited.

NOVEL ON ENGLISH SUFFRAG- 
ETTE CAMPAIGN MISSES 


THE MARK, 


Miss Robins’ “The Convert,” 
While Cleverly Written, Is Too 
Cool and Too Calculating. 


* 


HE suffragist movement in England 
has found a reasonable and adequate 
presentation in Miss Elizabeth Rob- 
ins’ “ THE CONVERT.” Miss Riob- 
ins is herself a recent convert to the 


faith, and she has.done a timely thing in 


employing this subject, so contemporary in 
its interest, as the theme of her novel. 

I do not aver that she has served the uses 
of art in so doing. Uncle Tom's Cabin 
or “Alton Locke have not, I take it, been 
regarded as literature, and Miss Robins’ 
book lacks the fervor which lifted these 
above propaganda into something imper- 
sonally moving and memorable. To refresh 
my impressions of Kingsley’s fictional his- 
tory of the chartist movement I took Alton 
Locke from the shelves and read it for a 
time, opening the book quite at random. 
Archaic as was the phraseology, stilted as 
Was the conversation, and futile as was the 
tale, it transported me from my own place 
and day to the prison where the tailor-poet 
flamed out his passionate life, consumed 
with a passion for mankind. Compared 
with it, Miss Robins’ book paled its inef- 
fectual fires, and it ame clear in a mo- 
ment that, clever and lucid as has been her 
presentation, she has wrought with a color- 
less calmness. Her arguments are“ of the 
brain rather tham of the heart, and the effort 
If she had 
wished to make her book moving it would 
have been better to have taken as her hero- 
ſne one of the women, driven by industrial 
drudgery and political injustice, who flashed 
into heroism by sheer revolt, instead of hav- 
ing in the focus of interest a woman of 


| birth, position, and cultivation, whose rela- 


tion to the movement was bound to be more 
or less objective. It is true that a circum- 
stance in her life caused her to bring some 
intensity to her desire for independence, but 
the situation becomes subtle and confusing, 
and it seems as if the issues were lost in 
ethical and political chaos. 7 

What really is excellent about the book is 
the-manner in which the dramatic events of 
the recent suffragist movement are de- 
scribed. These descriptions are like etch- 
ings of street scenes, with all of the obvi- 
ous humor and latent tragedy which such 
gatherings offer to the observing eye. These 
hrief sketches stand out with the vitality 
and surprise of pictures thrown from a 
stereopticon upon a dark wall, Miss Robins 
has had courage for an impressive amount 
of truth telling, as, for example, when she 
admits the existence in present day society 
of sex antagonism.” It would be divert- 
ing—even instructive—to quote from these 
pages, but space forbids. The suffragists 
will appreciate the effort Miss Robins has 
made in their behalf, but they will be forced 
to admit that the work has been too cool, 
too calculating, too detached, to make many 
converts. As a work of fiction the book is

teeth with comparisons, and has too persist- 
ently measured the man with his two or 
three generations of contemporaries. The 
reader is almost awed at the amount Mr. 
Bailey has remembered of his fiction read- 
ing, but it is only frank to say that a more 
direct method of dealing with the subject 
would often have proved agreeable. How- 
ever, it must be added that if Bailey knows 
his English novelists in general he knows his 

Meredith in particular and loses no fine 
shade of meaning that this master of glori- 
fied fiction’ offers. He quite hits the center 
of Meredith’s secret of power when he says: 
“Character with him, no lese than with 
Shakspeare, is the source of destiny.“ 

Mr. Bailey emphasizes also Meredith's 
reverential attitude toward woman—that at- 
titude which he so consistently maintains of 
regarding her as the equalizing power of the 
universe—a mysterious power, moving, it 
would seem, without conscious volition, but 
identified with the fundamental sources of 
things. To Meredith woman is still Erde, 
the All-Mother. He makes her the in- 
structor, the provider of comfort, the con- 
servator of practical wisdom. Her love is 
a deep cistern of refreshment, from which 
man draws his consolation, if he will so sub- 
due his egoism as to stoop and drink. It 
often has been said that Meredith’s people 
are not types, but individuals. This is quite 
true in a way, and yet as his favorite char- 
acters are of heroic mold, fashioned with an 
unequaled intensity, they acquire at the 
last resolve, the quality-of demigods. In 
other words, like the people of Shakspeare 
and of Wagner, they reach gigantic propor- 
tions. The fervor.of their thinking tran- 
scends the narrow limits of thejr dies. 
They take the common drama of life and 
interpret it so that it becomes a masterpiece. 
It is superfluous to say that thie volume of 
appreciation is not intended for the novice 
in Meredith's subtle art. Mr. Bailey’s book 
is published by Scribner's. 


J. G. Rosengarten has, in hies FRENCH 
COLONISTS AND EXILES IN THE UNIT- 
ED STATES, offered in a compact form 
an almost definitive record of the French 
families who have identified themselves 
with the history of localities in this coun- 
try. Beginning with Kaskaskia, in our own 
state, he bas offered glimpses into the set- 
tlements of Louisiana, Rhode Island, Dela- 
ware, Penngyivania, Kentucky, the Caro- 
linas, Iowa, Michigan, New York, and the 
far northeast. So far as possible he has in- 
dicated the conditions of survival or the 
demolition of these families, and his pages 
teem with romances which he did not pause 
to write. He merely drops here and there 
an illustrative word that indicates the vari- 
ety, the wildness, the poetry, and fascina- 
tion of the French settlements, much as if 
he were to outline, with hasty and telling 
line, a thumb nail pencil sketch upon his 
margins.

futile to gainsay. Miss Sherman has the 
essay style—the loitering, sauntering, com- 
menting style. She is quite aware that in 
selecting the essay as her department in lit- 
erature she has chosen to enter the House 
of Leisure. The historian may be abrupt, 
the hjographer succinct, the novelist stren- 
uous, and the poet impassioned, but the es- 
sayist must stroll among the fields of his 
own consciousness with a happy air of non- 
chalance, his hands behind his back, and 
the preservation of a whimsical smile his 
only care. Miss Sherman preserves the 
whimsicality without a struggle. She finds, 
it is apparent, a great many things in her 
thoughts which entertain her and which in- 
evitably divert and delight whoever may find 
the time to stroll with her. 

The titles themselves are a good indica- 
tion of her quaint originality, They are:

The presi- 
dent is not a candidate for re@élection. He 
is not attempting to throw dust in the eyes 
of the American people. He cannot con- 
trol the election of delegates who may be 
pledged to secure his renomination, but he 
can and he will prevent any federal office- 
holder from being a member of any delega- 
tion which is instructed to vote for his re- 
nomination. He has sent out a special cir- 
cular to every cabinet officer and this in- 
formation will be conveyed officially to sub- 
ordinates everywhere. 

Meanwhile the president will not cause 
@ proclamation of his refusal to be a can- 
didate to be posted on the White house door 
or to be shouted through a megaphone from 
the executive office at frequent intervals 
during the day. When the right time comes, 
in the right way, and at the right place there 
need be but little doubt that there will be a 
repetitfon of the declaration of election night 
in 1904. 

Absurd Action in Tennessee. 

In the south many republican officehold- 
ers, judging the president by themselves, 
have supposed that it would gratify him to 
see instructed delegates sent to the next con- 
vention. There was no authority for this 
statement. Southern republicans are a frag- 
mentary organization and proceed by meth- 
ods which are unknown to northern politi- 
cians. 

For instance, one of the Tennessee leaders 
recently has announced that all the delegates 
from that state, including those from the dis- 
tricts as well as those at large, would be 
formally instructed by the state convention 
to stand firm from beginning to end for the 
nomination of Roosevelt. The absurdity of 
this becomes apparent when it is remembered 
that no state convention can instruct any- 
body or anything except the four delegates | 
at large it is called upon to elect. District 
delegates are elected by district conventions. 

The unit rule in the republican party was 
forever dissolved at the Chicago convention 
of 1880, when Grant was beaten and Garfield 
nominated. The absolute independence of 
the district then was established. It has 
been recognized ever since and will be recog- 
nized two weeks from now, when the call for 
the next convention is outlined by the re- 
publican national committee. Instructions 
for Roosevelt from the state convention are 
not binding upon any district delegate, either 
in Tennessee or anywhere else. 

Effect of President’s Order. 

Only the most practical of politicians seem 
to appreciate what the real effect of the pres- 
ident’s order regarding federal officials will 
be. In every southern state republican lead- 
ers are Officeholders.\| This is natural. The 
party is in a hopeless minority and practi- 
cally ‘all the negroes are disfranchised. The 
leaders, whether white or colored, naturally 
get the offices. If men are chosen for offices 
who are not leaders they immediately be- 
come leaders ex officio, as it were. It is 
easy to see, therefore, that every southern 
delegation necessarily must be composed 
largely if not entirely of federal officeholders. 

There are only two things to republican 
leadership in the south. One is to be an 
officeholder; the other is to be a delegate to 
the national convention. The average United 
States marshal & internal revenue collector 
in Alabama or Mississippi would as soon give 
up his federal job as his right to represent 
his state at the national convention. 

If no federal officeholders are to be on the 
delegations instructed for the renomination 
of Theodore Roosevelt,] it follows that the 
southern states will not instruct for him, be- 
cause to do 80 would cut off every republican 
leader in that section from the one great 
opportunity to impress himself politically on 
the party. It would mean that all leaders 
would stay at home, so that in case any other 
man than Roosevelt should secure themomi- 
nation they would lack the hallmark of hav- 
ing their names on the national convention 
roster, which is really the only test of po- 
litical strength in the southern states, so far 
as the republicans are concerned.

Join Hands to Demand Better 
Treatment from Railroads. 


WANT A UNIFORM ‘SYSTEM. 


Rule Against Extending, of Limited 
Tiekets Is Amended. F 


The individual car owners of the country 
have succeeded at last in forming an asso- 
ciation through which they hope to get 
more equitable treatment from the rail- 
roads. The headquarters will be estab- 
lished next week at Pittsburg, where the 
president, C. O. Johnson, traffic manager 
for the H. J. Heing company, is located. A 
branch is to be established here within the 
next six months. 

Steps are to be taken at once to bind the 
railroads to some uniform system of hand- 
ling individual cars and to provide penal- 
tles when the carrier diverts them to its 
own use. This has been the subject of 
much dispute, and although the members 
of the association profess to believe that 
the arrangement can be made without much 
difficulty there are others who think it will 
have to be fought out in the courts. 

The organization has been considered for 
over à year, but owing to opposition, said 
to have been occasioned by several of the 
larger concerns owning thelr own cars, 
which were backed by the great railroad 
systems, no definite steps were taken. The 
majority of the obstructionists were whipped 
into line finally, although a few have re- 
mained out of the organization. 

While no admissions have ever been: made, 
the car owners have charged that the rail- 
roads opposed the scheme in the hope that 
the individual owners of cars would be 
forced to sell their rolling stock at bargain 
prices. Several schemes are said to have 
been resorted to, but the one which was 
complained of most was a system of rates 
unfavorable to the car owners. Then, too, 
it was charged the roads used these cars 
in switching service, and the owners, not 
being able to get them, were forced to use 
the cars provided for them by the railroads. 


Limited Ticket Rule Amended. 


The ruling of the interstate sommerce 
commission prohibiting the extension of lim- 
ited tickets for any cause has been amended. 
The roads will now be permitted to extend 
the time of these tickets in case of sick- 
ness, providing the traveler is so Ill that a 
continuance of his journey would endanger 
his life. The original ruling arose in con- 
nection with steamship business. Some of 
the western roads protested and continued 
to extend tickets upon the showing of ill- 
ness. At the same time their attorneys 
brought the matter to the attention of the 
commission again and the amended ruling 
was made.

As to Remedial Legislation. 


At the present time it appears to be a ques- 
tion of wearing out the disease rather than 
finding any quick cure in remedial legis- 
lation. The troubles of today were not 
brought on by poor crops, poor business, 
or lack of confidence in the currency sys- 
tem. The country is on a gold standard 
basis. There is nothing for congress to do 
of the nature it did in 1893. It cannot make 
the money of the country any better. It 
can only inflate the currency and it may 
be well doubted whether extreme inflation 
will not accomplish more evil than good.

LABOR FEDERATION is BUSY; 
MANY BOYCOTT ACTS PASSED. 


National Body Demands Minimum 
Wage of $9 for All Female Women 
Clerks—Pleads for Union Label.

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 22.—The American Fed- 
eration of Labor today disposed of a large 
‘amount of business. A number of boycott 
resolutions were passed and other important 
action taken, as follows: 

Calling for a minimum wage of $9 per week 
for all female retail clerks; calling upon the 
meat packers to define their future policy 
towards the cutters and butchers in the kill- 
ing of meat in packing houses of the country; 
calling upon the women of the country ta 
demand the union label on all products pur- 
chased, and referring to the executive council 
with hearty approval the question of having 
women organizers. 

One of the notable features of the day was 
the calling to the chair for a short time by 
President Gompers of Miss Agnes Hester of 
the International Glove Workers from Chi- 
cago. 

Grangers Urge Manual Schools. 

Hartford, Conn., Nov. 22.—The National 


Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, ended its 


forty-first annual session todgy. Resolu- 
tioff were adopted in favor of the bill before 
congress appropriating 10 cents per capita 
to cities for mechanical arts high schools and 
10 cents per capita in rural districts for agri- 
cultural schools. A resolution on child labor 
advocates the harmonizing of the child labor 


and truancy laws so that the education of 


the child, and not its labor, be made para- 
mount. 

Resolutions were adopted im favor of the 
teaching of domestic science and manual 
training in rural schools, as also were those 
favoring the issuing of passes to blind persons 
and their attendants by the railroads. 

In regard to railroads, the report submit- 
ted demanded of the government some sort 
of oversight powerful enough to compel obe- 
dience and broad enough to avoid injustice. 


STENSLAND IN COURT AGAIN. 


Suit Against Druggist Porter Dropped 
on Testimony of Former Banker 
That Former Didn’t Sign Note. 


‘Paul O. Stensland and Henry W. Hering 
were brought from the state penitentiary 
at Joliet yesterday to testify in a suit 
brought by Receiver Fetzer to recover money 
due to the Milwaukee Avenue State bank, 
of which Stensland was president and 
Hering cashier. 

They failed to identify a note for $10,000 
signed by M. N. Porter & Co., the pro- 
ceeds of which were entered to the account 
of the cooperative store managed and 
financed by Stensland. 

M. N. Porter & Co. is the name of a firm 
which has a drug store at Thirty-ninth 
street and Indiana avenue, near where Her- 
ing lived whem he was cashier at the bank. 
Suit was begun against Frank L. Porter, 
proprietor of the store, to recover on the 
note, but both Stensland and Hering said 
that the note was not signed by Frank L. 
Porter. The suit was dismissed.

Federation of Labor Protests Because

Finishers’ Work. 


Whether Chicago city firemen are em- 
ployed as firemen or as building trades wo 
men will be an indignant query which the 
Chicago Federation of Labor will propound 
to the city council and to the hoard of local 
improvements within the next few days. 
The query will be the result of a protest 
lodged with the federation officials yester- 
day by the cement finishers’ union to the 
effect that city firemen have been called 
on to do the work of the building trades’ 
unions in the fire stations. The particular 
grievance is that at the engine house at 19 
Dearbernm street members of the bricklayers 
and cement workers’ unions were employed 
to do the first work on improvement of the 
station and then were dismissed and the 
firemen called on to finish the job. 


SHOT BY ROBBER, NOT BY ENEMY 


So Jury Decides in Case of Attorney 
James A. Fullenwider, and Widow 
Gets Full Insurance. 


Damages of * were assessed against 
the Etna Life Insurance company by a jury 
in Judge Pinckney’s court yesterday after- 
noon in the contest over the payment of a 
policy issued to Attorney James A. Fullen- 
wider, who was murdered on Dec. 2, 1903, at 
Forty-second street and Wabash avenue. 
The verdict includes interest of 5 per cent 
on $4,900 from Feb. 1, 1004. The full amount 
of * policy was $5,000, but by agreement 
£100 was deducted, that sum having been paid 
Mr. Fullenwider in his lifetime because of 
an accident. The company resisted payment 
on the ground that Fullenwider was not shot 
by robbers, but by enemies, Which, if true, 
would reduce the amount due. The jury ac- 
cepted the robber theory.
